ANEXPLOSION, 

With Terrible Results, in a 
Pennsylvania Mine. 



A Naked Lamp in the Hat of a 

Miner Does the Business. 



Wilkesbarbk, Pa., Sept 33.— Hy the 
carelessness of a mine foreman an ex- 
plosion of gas wtm caused in a Ply- 
mouth mine Thursday afternoon, in 
which five men were killed and six In- 
jured. 

The accident occurred in the Lance 
No. 11 collery of the Lehigh and 
WUhesbarre Coal Co., at Plymouth, 
two miles from this city, and was one 
of the most peculiar ever known in the 
anthracite regions. 

Two masons, Klannigan and .lonee, 
were building a high atone wall at one 
end of the one-thousand- foot gangway, 
in order to reverse an air current. M. 
I). Jones and Wm. Jones, two rock con- 
tractors, were superintending the tim- 
bering of an air-shaft sixty fast deep, 
which was lieing sunk from the gang- 
way to workings below. 

While theso men were at work As- 
sistant Mine Foreman Lightly de- 
scended the main shaft to inspect the 
works. He had a naked lamp In his 
cap. and passed alon^ the (raug*waya 
and down an inner slope on his way to 
the main or cooper g-anyway. He bad 
not entered this more than twenty 
yards when his naked lamp ignited the 
gas, and a terrific explosion occurred. 
The force of the explosion swept every- 
thing before it and was so great that 
the rush of air passing- along the 
gangway tore down the high 
walls the masons were building-, 
crushing Flannlgan and Owen Jones to 
death. At the same time the work- 
men in this shaft were struck down by 
a mass of rock and timbers shaken 
from the sides by tne force of the 
blast M. a Jones and William Jonee 
were both instantly killed, and many 
of the rockmen and laborers at work 
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iide to side of 
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was felt through the entire mine, and 
a rescuing party, which was quickly 
organized, entered the works. 

The effect* <>f tlie explosion were

irllnlr Compromising- on 
Tobacco Ta*. 

Washington, Sept. 22, —Secretary 
Carlisle is disposed to meet tobacco 
importers half way as to assessing duty 
imported wrapped tobacco. The 
law says explicitly that if ever so 
small a quantity of wrapped tobacco 
be in a bale of tobacco, the whole bale 
must be regarded as wrapped tobacco 
d at the rate of $2 per 
pound. Tobacco not suitable for wrap- 
pers is assessed at the rate of only 35 
;nts per pound. 

The treasury department will con- 
tract the definition of the quality of 
tobacco suitable for wrappers,, so as to 
more nearly conform to what is known 
to the trade commercially as wrapper 
tobacco, that is to say, of the Mime 
quality aa Sumatra tobacco, Gther 
tobacco of inferior classification, even 
though suitable for wrappers, will be 
allowed to come in at the thirty-tive 
cents a pound rate.
